Unified Marketing 
Planned For Citrus 


LAKELAND — A nationally- 
known business consultant” firm 
has recommended the Florida Cit- 
rus Commission ‘create a’ new 
“Commercial Development Depart- 
| ment” to push unified marketing 
[and product research and thus 
| widen total sales of Florida citrus. 

Booz, Allen and Hamilton of 
New ‘York, who completed . the 
| seven month study of commission 
activities, based their recommen- 
dations on the prediction that 
Florida would produce 135 million 
boxes of oranges and 29 million 
boxes of grapefruit by 1967-68. 

The consulting firm said the big 
job ahead in advertising, mérchan- 
dising and commercial’ develop- 
ment of products and markets 
would require heavier expendi- 
tures. They recommended a/limit- 
ed flexibility in which the com- 
mission could set tax rate based 
on projected amounts needed to 
meet the challenges of competing 
products in the future. 

They suggestéd the commission 
have the freedom to ask for as 
much as 18 cent per box on 
oranges, up to 12 cents per box on 
grapefruit, and up to eight cents 
per box on other citrus varieties. 
They said the ‘orange. tax rate 
should be increased to 10 cents per 
box by 1966-67 and 12 cents per 
box by 1967-68. . Present orange 
tax is nine cents per box. 

The grapefruit rate, they sug- 
gested, should be increased to eigth 
cents per box by 1965-66 and 10 
cents by 1967-68.
